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Our Jubilee Celebration 


Whatever public and civic recognition the Adas Kodesch Congre- 
gation may have lacked at the time of its founding, a half century ago, 
was amply evidenced on the occasion of the celebration of our Golden 


Jubilee. 


The entire community paid tribute to the congregation, to the 
founders, and to the present officers, directors and members on that me- 
morable occasion, Sunday, December 17, 1939, when we celebrated the 
fiftieth year of our existence. In the presence of our own membership 
and graced through the attendance of high civic, communal and religious 
dignitaries, the program was one of the most colorful and significant of 
its nature that was ever presented in Delaware. 


The activities of the occasion began on the afternoon of December 
17, in the synagogue. Here were gathered the men and women of our 
congregation; the former officers and descendants of former members of 
the synagogue, the representatives of the Jewish community and civic 
leaders, to pay tribute to the Adas Kodesch. The highlight of the occa- 
sion was the presentation of a Sepher Torah to the congregation by Mr. 
and Mrs. Harry Cohen. All of the symbolic beauty and color that this 
ancient ceremony entails was re-enacted in the presence of hundreds of 
our members and guests. 


Again we assembled in the evening, when the observance of our 
fiftieth anniversary was the background for a public celebration. 


The recreation hall of the congregation, gaily decorated and spark- 
ling with the color and gaiety of the occasion was a real delight to ob- 
serve. [he happiness of the members at the distinction of participating 
in this program was wholehearted and sincere. The graciousness of our 
guests, among whom were nationally famous men, served to heighten the 
occasion and its significance. 


The cordiality of the assemblage, the genuine delight that shone 
from the face of each person who was seated about the tables for the ban- 
quet was something that will never be forgotten by those attending 
the program of the evening. The excellence of the dinner, the exuberance 
of the company, the very joyous spirit of the occasion was in complete 
keeping with the importance of the event itself. 











The introductory remarks were made by Milton Kutz, president 
of the Jewish Federation of Delaware, who acted as toastmaster. Fol- 
lowing the blessing, delivered by our spiritual leader, Rabbi Solomon 
Schulson, the gathering rose to sing the “Star Spangled Banner’’ and 
while yet standing, followed Emil Cohen in the singing of “Hatikvoh.” 
During the course of the meal itself, the spirit of the observance was 
communicated to the participants in some splendid choral work by the 
members of the Y. M. and Y. W. H. A. choir, singing under the direc- 
tion of Gadaliah Rabinowitz. | 


For the community at large, the greetings were officially brought 
to the congregation by Mayor Walter W. Bacon, of the City of Wil- 
mington, who was introduced by Mr. Kutz. Then followed felicitations, 
in the happiest manner, by Dr. Hiram R. Bennett, dean of the Cathedral 
Church of St. John; the Rev. B. M. Johns, pastor of Grace M. E. 
Church; the Rev. Park W. Huntington, of the Westminster Presby- 
terian Church; by Rabbi Philip First of the Chesed Shel Emeth Syna- 
gogue; Rabbi Jacob Kraft, of Temple Beth Shalom, and Rabbi Henry 
Tavel of the Temple Beth Emeth. 


The reply to these greetings was made by Harry Cohen, member 
of the Board of Trustees of the Adas Kodesch Congregation, who work- 
ed long and faithfully that this occasion should be ever impressed on the 
hearts and minds of our members and their guests. His efforts in behalf 
of the success of this program and the anniversary occasion served to in- 
spire every person who participated in its achievement. 


Then followed a number of vocal solos by Jacob Barkin, tenor, and 
Miss Hilda Morse, soprano, ef Philadelphia. They were accompanied 
on the piano by Miss Beatrice Rothfeld. 


As a token of esteem, to those who had rendered significant service 
to the congregation, a number of presentations were made. Joseph Ber- 
man, chairman of the committee on arrangements, presented, President 
Morris Glantz, with a handsome fountain pen and pencil set as a mark 
of appreciation from the congregational membership of his efforts as its 
leader. President Glantz responded graciously, in his thanks to the 
congregation. 


Simon R. Krinsky, principal of the Adas Kodesch Hebrew School 
then made an interesting presentation to a group of women, leaders in 
the Adas Kodesch Sisterhood, whose unfailing efforts in behalf of the 
Hebrew School were responsible in a large measure for its continued 
existence. He presented exquisitely beautiful pins to Mrs Esther Topkis, 
president of the Sisterhood. To our living ex-presidents we presented 
richly embellished prayer books. 
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The principal address of the evening was delivered by one of the 
two chief guests of the evening, a world-renowned figure in Judaism 
and spiritual leader of the oldest orthodox synagogue in America, Rabbi 
David DeSola Pool. Rabbi DeSola Pool’s oration was significant and 
inspiring. He drew an interesting parallel between his own congregation, 
the most venerable in the nation, with that of the Adas Kodesch Con- 
gregation, the “mother of congregations” in Delaware. With flawless 
beauty of diction, Rabbi DeSola Pool pointed out the duties and respon- 
sibilities of a congregation in maintaining an insititution such as the Adas 
Kodesch. With symbol and allegory he showed the necessity of support- 
ing such an institution, not only as a synagogue, but with all of its 
constituent organizations. He integrated the necessities for a firm belief 
in orthodox Judaism with that of a virile and patriotic Americanism. It 
was an inspiring address that shed lustre and honor on the name and 
reputation of our congregation and on Judaism. 


Following the passing of resolutions, President Glantz spoke briefly 
on the future of the congregation, of its aims, hopes, and purposes and 
asked the members of the congregation to contribute with generosity to 
the complete carrying out of a far-reaching program. Rabbi Schulson 
also spoke, touching on the publication of this book which would com- 
memorate the occasion for all time. 


Our second guest speaker was the honored and venerable leader of 
orthodoxy in this section of the country, Rabbi B. L. Leventhal, of Phila- 
delphia, who was introduced by our spiritual leader, Rabbi Schulson. 
Since the very founding of the Adas Kodesch Congregation, the mem- 
bership had constantly looked to Rabbi Leventhal for guidance, advice, 
and direction. He had never failed them. And on this memorable oc- 
casion, he came to the Adas Kodesch for its jubilee celebration, although 
he had been invited to attend, on this same night, a gathering of national 
significance in New York City. 


Rabbi Leventhal personified the joy of the congregation at having 
had the privilege of living to witness this memorable event. Speaking in 
Yiddish he recounted the thrilling events of the congregation’s founding. 
He portrayed the joyous scenes on the occasion of the many events which 
led to the final building of the synagogue. He spoke with pride, almost 
as of his child, on the steady growth of the congrgation and he urged 
the members that they continue to grow in their knowledge that they 
were accomplishing a holy purpose in the preservation and perpetuation 


of Orthodox Judaism.

This volume, prepared to commemorate the first 50 years of ex- 
istence of the Adas Kodesch Congregation, is dedicated to the genera- 
tions who have gone before, to the generation of our own day, and to 
the generations yet to come.

Nevertheless the spirit and 
the courage of the founders and their descendants, have kept alive and 
will continue to preserve and perpetuate the traditions of orthodoxy. 


The magnificent synagogue which the congregation maintains is 
evidence of the fact that what our forebears planned and dreamed about 
has been brought into a reality. The continuance of the ancient customs 
and ceremonies is eloquent proof that the successors to the founders 
have every thought to continue the traditions which they established. 


With the passing of a half century it is good to know that orthodox 
Judaism is still alive and a potent factor in our community. The spirit of 
the congregation has moved with the spirit of the times. Love of our 
ancient and traditionally sacred religion is now going hand in hand with 
love of our country, and loyalty to our orthodox creed joins loyalty to 


America.

Our Rabbi's Message 


It‘is difficult to realize that fifty years have passed since 
Adas Kodesch received its charter as a congregation. Yet 
this year we celebrated that important event in our communal 
life. Fifty years have come and gone since a handful of men 
dreamed and wrought the Synagogue we now enjoy, and the 
congregation that has taken its place in the Jewish ‘life of Wil- 
mington. 


These fifty years have been full of joy and sorrow for 
Jewish people. Within them we have seen the growth of Zion- 
ism from a small and insignificant movement to the remarkable 
achievements of a Palestine of promise; the rise of Hitlerism 
that has come to mean a world at war against the Jews; a new 
exile of the Jewish people from lands in Europe in search of 
the basic needs of life; the rise of American Israel as the new 
center of the Jewish Diaspora. Everwhere a creeping dis- 
pair and spiritual weariness are overcoming men, and _ their 
lives are filled with fear for this second world war. 


Within this framework of international turmoil and Jew- 
ish tragedy, Adas Kodesch grew. There is no way in which 
we can measure the effectiveness of our work. We have tried 
to enrich the lives and souls of boys and girls, and men and 
women who have come within the influence of pulpit, study 
group, Sisterhood, Men’s club. We have tried to make them 
more Jewish in the appreciation of the values of life, in the 
way in which they themselves, might live a more consciously 
Jewish life.‘ We have tried to make them feel their respon- 
sibilities as Jews to the Jewish community of our city and the 
Jewish people throughout the world. How can these efforts be 
measured? How can we speak in terms of success or failure? 
All we can say is that we have struggled to achieve these 
ideals; we pray that God has wrought with us in our labors. 


The cycle of 50 years called in Hebrew YOIV AL is 
of great symbolic meaning in the Hebrew lore. The principal 
features of the Biblical Jubilee are the proclamation of liberty 
and holiness: liberty to lead one’s own life, and holiness to 
render it purposeful and noble. How sorely in need is Israel 
today of such a Jubilee. A Jubilee of liberation from spiritual 
slavery to the influence that engulfs us from without, and a 
Jubilee that shall be holy unto us; that shall truly inspire the

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devine spark in us. A Jubilee of a return of the straying sons 
and daughters back in their own national family and to their 
own sacred possession of the spirit. 


Now, more than ever before, Judaism needs to be re- 
dedicated to the spirit of the Jubilee year - - a time when 
each Jew took spiritual stock of himself and adjusted himself 
and his life in consonance with the spirit of the ‘Jubilee. We 
have suffered much throughout the world but we should look 
at conditions and events from the standpoint of the Jubilee 
spirit and rededicated ourselves to the principles and practices 


of Judaism. 


Much there is for us to accomplish. Far is the distance 
which we, as Jews, will have to travel before peace and har- 
mony are established among mankind. But the tenets of our 
holy faith will sustain and nourish us until that greater Jubilee 
when all mankind will unit in the common cause for peace 
and the well-being of humanity. 


On ‘this, our Jubilee: year, let us strive to initiate the 
ideas and ideals which we can use as the basis of that bigger 
and more significant time when the great Jubilee year will 
come. 


May I then leave this wish with you, my esteemed and 
beloved congregation, that our GOLDEN JUBILEE be 
fraught for us and for the entire Jewish community of Wil- 
mington, with the inner substance of the ideal YOIV AL. 
And may this milestone in the history of our congregation be 
a true ‘link in the eternal chain of Israel, which will ultimately 
lead to the ‘prophetic destination of that sorely needed univer- 


sal YOIV AL of liberty and holiness for all mankind. 


Adas Kodesch must continue to guide, inspire and in- 
struct our generation for the grave problems ahead. That is 
our task and our challenge. May God be with us in'the dark 
days we face. May He endow us with hope, courage and 
understanding. May He lead us into the sunshine of a better 
and ‘happier day for Israel and all humanity.

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The Hebrew School as the Pivot 
of Judaism 


The most vital problem before Wilmington Jewry is the 
need of more Jewish education. We feel the menace of a gener- 
ation growing up in ignorance of its history, traditions and na- 
tional ideals. The youth of American Israel must be made more 
intimately familiar with the Bible and Prophets who laid the 
foundations for real civilization in the world, who advocated 
peace, justice and brotherly love. 


It is superfluous to speak of the importance of Jewish edu- 
cation. Without Jewish education the survival of the Jewish 
people as a living creative force is unthinkable. Judaism is a 
matter of training; of traditions, transmitted from father to 
son, mother to daughter; of intensive education and daily 
conduct. 


The vital principle was quite clear to our fathers from time 
immemorial. The poorest of them never permitted his child to 


stay away from “‘Cheder,” no matter how hard it was to pay 
the tuition fee. 


Here in this fine and prosperous country something, some- 
how, went wrong. The vital Jewish principle demanding a Jewish 
training for every Jewish child, was suddenly forgotten. In Wil- 
mington, nearly 500 Jewish children (out of 750) receive no 
Jewish education. Nearly 500 Jewish children without any 
Jewish education, means exactly that many future American 
citizens whose moral and spiritual life is left to mere chance. 
They may not all turn out to be gross materialists or mean fellows, 
but a considerable number are bound to lack the refining and 
elevating influence which a religious education instills into the 
young and impressionable mind. When this most vital problem 
is solved, when our children are imbued with the true and 
lofty spirit of Judaism, they will be better Jews and _ better 
Americans. They will make secure the foundations of Judaism 
in America and at the same time, their love for America will 
grow even more intense than it is today.

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History of the 
Adas Kodesch Congregation 


Roughly the story of the Adas Kodesch Congregation falls into 
three periods. 


There is the time of its beginning, when Wilmington’s Jewish pop- 
ulation consisted of but a handful of people. Then there follows an 
interval of expansion when the Adas Kodesch Congregation was found- 
ed. And from that point, the history of the congregation leads right into 
the present with some indication of the future of the synagogue made pos- 
sible on the basis of what has been accomplished thus far. 


In the half century that the Adas Kodesch Congregation has served 
the community and earned for herself the title “Mother of Wilmington 
Congregations”, many amazing things have happened. ‘There were 
periods, during this span of years, when it seemed impossible to carry for- 
ward the synagogue’s program. Hard times, panics, depressions, all 
of these struck the congregation. Often officers and_ trustees 
wondered where the funds would come from to maintain the synagogue, 
but the Almighty, who has watched over the destiny of the synagogue, 
has never failed to raise leaders for the Adas Kodesch Congregation. 
“The Lord Shall Provide” is the best explanation of what happened 
in all the trying years through which the Adas Kodesch has passed. 

















Looking back in retrospect, down the long corridor of years during 
which the Adas Kodesch Congregation has been in existence, is like ob- 
serving the line of progress of the community, from a village to the emin- 
ence of a metropolitan center. And in all this progress the Adas Kod- 
esch Congregation took its full share of interest and responsibility. 


The most apt characterization of the Adas Kodesch was given by 
the late Magistrate Barnett Gluckman, for many years secretary, of 
the congregation and since its inception one of the congregation’s 
most esteemed and honored members. Describing the congregation on 
the occasion of the dedication of the present synagogue structure, he 
wrote that the Adas Kodesch is “‘thrice interesting from a historical 
point of view, it being the first Jewish synagogue, built on the site of 







the first German Lutheran Church, which in turn was the original first 
free public school, known as No .1 School in the City of Wilmington 
and in the State of Delaware.” 


Although there have been Jews in Delaware almost since the 
settlement of the State, there was no effort made at religious associations 
in early times because of the small number that were residents. The first 
mention of an endeavor to have some unity among the Jews of Wilm- 
ington was apparently made in about 1880 when it is recorded that 
the Sir Moses Montefiore Beneficial Society was organized. This 
organization served the combined purposes of fostering a sick bene- 
fit society, a congregation for worship and a burial ground group. 
The entire Jewish population of the city, numbering some 20 persons, 
was enrolled in membership and the place of worship for the struggling 
congregation was at 211 Market Street. 


With the growth of the community it was felt that a more formal 
type of associaion was desirable. And so, on September 9, 1889, the 
orthodox element of the city held a meeting, at 211 Market Street, 
electing five trustees, who procured a charter and adopted the name 
“Orthodox Adas Kodesch Congregation” as the corporate name of 
the said trustees and their successors. The trustees who were elected 
and who prepared the ground work for the congregation were Bern- 


_hard Wolfson, Abraham Smith, Solomon Friedman, Morris Miller and 


Solomon Grossman. 


While the action that resulted in the procuring of a charter and 
incorporating the congregation under the name of “Orthodox Adas 
Kodesch Congregation” may be described in a single paragraph, it 
represented years of effort and a great deal of personal sacrifice on the 
part of those who took the initiative in this work. Deeply devoted 
to the congregation and to the community, the five trustees did a heroic 
piece of work when one considers the conditions which prevailed in 
Wilmington at that time. 


Outstanding in the interests of early Wilmington Jewry was Bern- 
hardt Wolfson, a merchant who gave liberally of his time and his means 
to the congregation. In recognition of his efforts and following the se- 
curing of the congregational charter, at a special meeting on December 
8, 1899, a testimonial and portrait of Mr. Wolfson were presented to 
him as a token of the youthful congregation’s appreciation of his efforts. 


The next step was an effort made to secure a proper burial ground. 
Mr. Wolfson worked hard on this project but on February 16, 1890 
he was forced, regretfully, to report that it was impossible to purchase 
a suitable plot. 








RABBI HYMAN REZITS 
Spiritual leader of the Adas Kodesch Congregation from 1887 to 1930 











Despite the fact that Wilmington’s Jewish popuplation was small, 
there came into existence another congregation, called Ahavath Achim. 
As time went on it was inevitable that there should be a merger of both 
the Adas Kodesch and the Ahavath Achim. The union of forces 
was responsible for the purchase of a burial ground from the Lombardy 
Cemetery, on August 8, 1890. Shortly afterwards the merger of both 
groups was finally consummated with the provision that the term 
“K’nesseth Israel” be added to the name Orthodox Adas Kodesch. 
With this union effected, the congregation numbering about 60 members 
took quarters at Third and Shipley Streets. 


The growth of the community brought a consequent enlargement 
in the rolls of the congregation and there were discussions concerning 
the need of a larger synagogue. So insistent became the demands for 
a modern house of worship that when Gidel Podolsky was inaugurated 
as president of the congregation, on October 10, 1897, his first act was 
to ask for volunteers to serve as a committee for a new building. The 
following responded: Edel Shapiro, Rev. H. Resitz, Abe Dannen- 
berg, Morris Gross, Solomon Grossman, Gidel Podolsky, Israel Weiner, 
Louis Brown, S. Rabinowitz, Albert Greenstein and Benjamin Handel- 
man. Mr. Podolsky was named chaiman of the committee with Mr. 
Weiner as secretary. 


It was with no little pride that on October 17, 1897, Mr. Podol- 
sky, after hard and intensive work, obtained the first $100 for the pro- 
posed new building fund. The efforts of the committee continued and 
on November 25, 1897 it was reported that the Zion Lutheran Evan- 
gelical Church building, on the southwest corner of Sixth and French 
Streets, with an adjoining lot could be bought for $5,625. Enthusiast- . 
ically the congregation gave the committee the power to proceed in closing 


the deal. 


It is difficult to describe the strain to which the members of the 
congregation put themselves to raise this money. With some 100 Jew- 
ish families in the city, the purchase price in excess of $5,000 was like 
a tremendous fortune to the members of the congregation and the com- 
mittee. But they assumed their burden and responsibilities manfully and 
on July 8, 1898 the transaction was consummated. Joyously the mem- 
bers of the congregation learned of the acquisition of the property and 
spiritedly they planned for the erection of a new synagogue. 


The small but determined group which participated in the prepara- 
tion of plans for the new synagogue was making religious history. For on 
July 17, 1898, when a committee was appointed for the dedication of 
the new edifice, they were preparing for the opening of the first Jewish 





synagogue in the State of Delaware. An elaborate ceremony, in which 
civic and communal dignitaries participated, was held on August 10, 
1898 and on August 14, 1898 the congregation had the extreme pleasure 
of holding its first meeting in its own, newly completed building. The 
building committee, which worked arduously in the completion of its 
tasks, was discharged with thanks on August 28, 1898. And as a 
token of the esteem with which the congregation held the leaders of the 
group, gold medals were ordered for Israel Weiner, Albert Greenstein 
and Solomon Grossman for the vast amount of work they did to make 
the accomplishment of the new building a realization. 


This, roughly, marked the end of the first phase of the Adas 
Kodesch’s history. Within a short time after the completion of the first 
Adas Kodesch Synagogue a Hebrew School was added, under the 
direction of J. Harry Gordon. The name Baron de Hirsch was added 
to the former name of the congregation through the efforts of Nathan 
Barsky. The work of beautifying the cemetery was done through the 
interest of David L. Topkis, while occupying the office of president for 
two years, and a permanent Hebrew School was established during 
the presidency of Morris Rosenblatt. It is to Mr. Rosenblatt’s ever- 
lasting credit that his untiring work in the field of Hebrew education in 
this city laid the foundation for the future Hebrew schools held under 
the auspices of the congregation. The efforts of Mr. Gordon and Dr. 
Michael Ostro also meant much to the institution. 


Again the city continued to grow and again it was felt that the 
synagogue was proving inadequate for the needs of a larger and con- 
stantly growing congregation. Following deliberations on June 10, 
1906 it was resolved by the congregation to plan a larger structure. 
Louis Topkis was named head of the building committee and it was 
agreed that the sum of $15,000 would be spent. Subsequently this 
amount was found inadequate and the goal was placed at $35,000. 
The assumption of leadership in the drive for the new building by Mr. 
Topkis was a colossal undertaking. It was so tremendous a task that 
at one point it nearly undermined Mr. Topkis’ health. But he per- 
severed and the new synagogue, the present home of the congregation, 
is a permanent memorial to his efforts. 


Out of the building of this structure, came one of the best lessons 
illustrative of the extent and value of Americanism. When the com- 
mittee, under Mr. Topkis’ leadership, found it difficult to raise the 
required amount of money, a city-wide appeal for funds was initiated. 
The solicitation was made from among prominent business and profes- 
sional men, many of them Christians. The response from the non-Jews 
was generous and liberal. It demonstrated the closely integrated religious 
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feelings in the community with non-Jews willingly contributing to the 
building of a Jewish synagogue. 


On May 1, 1907 the work of razing the old synagogue began. 
And on June 16, 1907, the foundation to the new synagogue was com- 
pleted. A colorful “brick selling” ceremony was held. Prior to that, 
Rabbi B. L. Leventhal, of Philadelphia, made an address in which he 
congratulated the Jewish community on its efforts. Chairman Topkis 
- was in charge of the program and Gershon Zukor paid $55 for the 
honor of buying the first brick. He was fellowed by Morris Levy, 
who paid $35 and Max Podolsky, who paid $30. Some $500 was 
realized through this ceremony. At the corner stone laying the ora- 
tor was Rabbi Isidor Rosenthal, of Lancaster, Pennsylvania. Dan- 
iel Leshem paid $60 for the honor of laying the cornerstone and about 
$500 was raised as a result of this program. 


The work then continued until the dedication ceremonies which 
were held in an atmosphere of rejoicing, on September 20, 1908. The 
officers of the congregation at that time were Joseph Lichenbaum, presi- 
dent, Nathan Miller, vice-president; Benjamin Handelman, recording 
secretary ; Barnet Gluckman, financial secretary ; Edel Shapiro, treasurer. 
The Board of Trustees consisted of Louis Topkis, chairman, Simon 
Spiro, Joseph Fisher, Morris Gross, Frank Dannenberg and Charles 
W. Schagrin. Moses Fine, for many years our recording secre- 
tary, was chairman of the Chevra Kadisha, assisted by Simon Spiro, 
Israel Goldstein, Edel Shapiro, Lazarus Price, Morris Gross, Nathan 
Shapiro and David M. Large, serving as members. 


The building committee, which under Mr. Topkis’ direction was 
responsible for the magnificent edifice, consisted of the following: J. 
Lichenbaum, Louis Finger, Louis Leshem, Charles W. Schagrin, Abra- 
ham B. Tollin, B. G. Goldstein, Nathan Miller, George Wintner, Max 
Keil, M. Stone, L. Reches and A. Frank. 

An imposing program was prepared for the formal dedication, 
which is interesting in retrospect. The members of the congregation 
assembled in the hall, at Third and Market streets, at 1:30 p.m. The 
Scrolls of the Law were then taken and the line of march to the new 
synagogue was formed at 2 o'clock proceeding to the synagogue. Then 
followed the unveiling of the inscription stone on the French Street side 
and the unveiling of the inscription stone on the Sixth Street side. 


As hundreds looked on, the main doors on Sixth Street were form- 
ally opened and the unveiling of the tablet of the building committee was 
made. The Rev. A. Solitist and his assistants chanted the prayers while 
Rev. Hyman Resitz, spiritual leader of the congregation, led in service. 











The main auditorium was lighted following which Louis Topkis, chair- 
man of the building committee, arose and presented the building to the 
congregation. 


The speech of acceptance was made by Joseph Lichenbaum, pres- 
ident of the congregation. "The Ten Commandents were unveiled fol- 
lowed by the unveiling of the ark. Then the ceremony of opening the 
doors of the Ark and the placing in the Ark of the Scrolls of the Law, 
took place. The sanctuary curtains were hung and the ‘““Nehr Tomid” 
or perpetual light was dedicated. 


Mentor of the congregation during its entire history, even to this 
day, Rabbi B. L. Leventhal of Philadelphia made the dedication 
address. “There was also an address by Dr. Louis S. Dunn, of Chester, 
Pennsylvania, following which the Ark was opened for the march with 
the scrolls. The closing prayers were made by Rev. Joseph M. Gold, 
concluding one of the most memorable ceremonies in which Wilming- 
ton Jewry had ever participated. 


For many years following, the masterful direction and matchless 
devotion of Louis Topkis sustained the congregation and guided its 
continued growth. With pomp and ceremony, just a few years later, 
the Center was opened and then, with the suddenness of disaster, Mr. 
Topkis died, in the prime of his life. His passing was a tremendous 
blow to the congregation in particular and to the community in general. 
It was hard to realize that this vital force in local and national Jewish 
affarrs had departed this life. His efforts, his enthusiasms, his plans 
for the congregation, all such a continued source of inspiration to the 
institution and its membership, were suddenly extinguished. The loss 
to the congregation was inestimable. The second phase in its history 
was ended. 


Hardly recovered from the crushing loss in the death of one of its 
most revered leaders, the congregation found itself in the midst of the so- 
called “depression”. Members were hard hit by the business and fin- 
ancial panic which ensued. Long and arduous were the efforts of the 
officers and directors in obtaining funds with which to maintain the 
congregation in even its barest necessities. The doors of the beautiful 
Center were closed. The strictest economies were forced on the con- 
gregation. Despite the optimism of the congregational leaders it was 
hard to look ahead with confidence. 


But then the sun, figuratively, began to break through the clouds. 
The affairs of the nation adjusted themselves. The citizenry breathed 


a little more freely. And the congregation entered its third, and present 
phase, 
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With the return of conditions to a more favorable level, it was a- 
gain found that alterations in the synagogue structure were necessary. 
The congregation decided that, once and for all, modern Hebrew 
School quarters and congregational meeting rooms would be built. It 
also decided that the congregation urgently needed an auditorium for 
its various activities. 


Again the call for action and service sounded and it was answered. 
The members of the Adas Kodesch Sisterhood, under the leadership 
of Mrs. Louis Topkis, did remarkable work. New leaders took over 
the reins of congregational government. New forces were loosensed to 
give the congregation the necessities it needed. The work of rebuilding 
the synagogue and of the utilizing of the annex fér Hebrew School 
quarters, was undertaken just at the end of a serious period in the his- 
tory of the Jewish Community in Wilmington. There were doubts as 
to whether it could be done. It was accomplished, with courage, de- 
termination and leadership. 


When the work was completed the congregation had an audi- 
torium as beautiful as a ballroom in the former basement of the build- 
ing, where the Hebrew School and meeting rooms had been. In the 
annex the congregation built two beautiful, naturally lighted classrooms 
and in the front of the building a chapel to serve for everyday use. The 
interior of the synagogue was repainted and the women’s gallery brought 
back to its original position. The dedication of the renewed synagogue 
was a happy day for the members of the congregation. 


Outstanding was the work of those who labored tirelessly in the 


interests of the congregation. Morris J. Eisenman, several times presi- 
dent of the congregation, has the institution indebted to his memory 
for his services. The work of rebuilding the synagogue and its many 
improvements is largely the result of the efforts of Harry Cohen, who 
was chairman of the re-building committee. Not only his work, but 
his contributions and his inspiring leadership meant a great deal to the 
congregation and its new program of expansion. 


Throughout the greater part of the time that these momentous 
plans were being executed in the synagogue, the leadership was shouldered 
by Morris Glantz, son of Julius Glantz. One of the younger mem- 
bers of the congregation President Glantz is the youngest man to serve 
in the position of president of the Adas Kodesch congregation. His 
re-election to five successive terms as president is not only a tribute to 
his ability as a congregational leader, but also to Jewish youth, since 





he is a representative of the younger generation in the synagogue. 


Under the leadership of President Glantz, the Adas Kodesch Con- 
gregation succeeded in its rebuilding and enlargement program. It was 
possible to pay off, for the first time in many years, a portion of the 
indebtedness of the congregation on its building. Many innovations were 
instituted in the congregation’s program. A greater degree of beauty and 
order was instituted in the services, particularly on the High Holidays. 
In fact, during the past few years, visitors at the synagogue have com- 
plimented the administration on the dignity and charm of our services 
and worship. 


Much of the success of our program, during the greater part of 
the past decade, have been due to our spiritual leader, Rabbi Solomon 
-Schulson and to Principal Simon R. Krinsky of the Hebrew School. 
Both have worked hard and faithfully in the interests of the congrega- 
tion and its progress. No task that the congregation has yet assigned 
either Rabbi Schulscn or Principal Krinsky, has ever gone undone. 
Their deep interest in the spiritual and cultural welfare of the congrega- 
we bets its Hebrew School has been a source of inspiration to the mem- 

ership. 


And now, with the beginning of the third phase of the congrega- 


tion’s history, the world faces a catastropic problem in which the future 
of the congregation is inexorably bound. Jewish leadership in the field 
of scholarship, so long maintained in Europe, is no more. The challenge 
of bearing the torch of enlightment for Judaism has been thrown to 
American Jewry, of which we, as members of the Adas Kodesch Con- 
gregation are part. Nor shall we lack the courage to continue with de- 
votion and determination Jewish institutions and our ancient faith for 
the future generations of Judaism and civilizaion. Living in America, and 
imbued with the sense of responsibility we have to our native land, we 
shall strive to perpetuate the glorious traditions of our historic heritage, 
Judaism and the Law, and to maintain the principles of Americanism, 
not only for us and our children, but for the spiritual progress of 
mankind.

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Adas Kodesch Sisterhood 


Considered to be one of the most important adjuncts of the Adas 
Kodesch Congregation, is the Sisterhood, which has functioned in behalf 
of a great many congregational projects almost since the very founding 
of the synagogue itself. Throughout the years, the Sisterhood has been 
an aid and an inspiration to the congregation. It has given generously of 
its time and liberally of its funds that the Adas Kodesch Congregation 
might arrive at the eminence which it enjoys today. 


It would not be going beyond the bounds of fairness to say that 
without the Sisterhood, it would have been very difficult for the congre- 
gation to progress. It is certainly a matter of common knowledge that 
at many crucial periods in the history of the congregation, the Sisterhood 
stepped in to give a vast amount of financial and individual aid. Often 
this type of assistance was the difference between the success and fail- 
ure of a project. The Sisterhood always threw the weight of its 
influence and efforts on the side of success. 


There is hardly a single undertaking in which the synagogue has 
embarked, during its fifty years of existence, in which the Sisterhood has 
not participated sincerely and wholeheartedly. Although the loyal 
band of women were organized under different titles in different times, 
the quality of their work and the measure of their devotion to the con- 
gregation has never, for an instant, flagged. 


In the early days of the congregation, it had a Ladies’ Bichor 
Cholem Society which was very active and important to the synagogue. 
When the present building was dedicated, the Society was instrumental 
in doing a splendid piece of work towards making the ceremonies 
successful and beautiful. Back in 1908 Mrs. Ray H. Topkis was 
president of the organization. Under her direction, assisted by such 
hard working women as Mrs. Rachel Feinberg and Mrs. Blume Frank 
as well as Mrs. Rosa Barsky and many others, the society took an im- 
portant share in the work of dedicating the building. 


Mrs. Topkis, in behalf of the organization, presented the Ark to 
the synagogue. Mrs. Feinberg, who was chairman of the group’s build- 
ing committee, helped to raise the funds for the purchase of the Ark. 
Mrs. Frank was treasurer of the committee and Mrs. Barsky was the 
secretary. Many other women also assisted and space alone does not 





permit the listing of all those names. For instance, Mrs. Gidel Podol- 
sky presented the vice-president’s pedestal, the ““Neir Tomid” was pre- 
sented in memory of Estella Levy, the pulpit was given in memory of 
Clara Bella Topkis, many women members presented cash donations 
for ‘“‘simchas”’ that took place at that time in the synagogue. 


When the time came for the dedication of the “Center”, the Sis- 
terhood was already a flourishing organization, known as the “‘Sister- 
hood of the Adas Kodesch Congregation”, which was aiding the con- 
gregation in all important projects and which undertook to support the 
Talmud Torah, a work which had been going on for nearly a decade 
before the “Center” was opened. 


In 1917 the group re-organized as the “Sisterhood of the Adas 
Kodesch Congregation” with Mrs. Esther M. Topkis as pyesident. 
Other officers were Mrs. Bessie Goldstein, first vice-president; Mrs. 
Dora Sklut, second vice-president; Mrs. Clara Harwitz, treasurer; Mrs. 
Hannah R. Topkis, assistant treasurer; Mrs. Zipporah T. Wolson, 
corresponding secretary and Mrs. Belle M. Goldstein, as recording and 
financial secretary. 


During the campaign for the “Center” the Sisterhood had two 
teams which did very excellent work in the raising of a large sum of 
money. In 1923 it purchased a lot for $1,000 which was used as part 
of the site for the building. It donated $5,000 which was paid in 
full and also contributed the curtain for the stage and draperies for the 
Auditorium. In addition, it furnished the entire kitchen for the Audi: 
torium which can accommodate about 300 persons and a kitchen for the 
assembly-room which can accommodate about 150 persons. 


To the Sisterhood goes the credit for sponsoring the first celebra- 
tion commemorating the dedication of the new “Center”. 


An idea of the value of the Sisterhood to the congregation may 
be gained from a brief sketch, prepared by Mrs. Belle M. Goldstein, 
financial and recording secretary, detailing the activities of the organiz- 
ation in behalf of the congregation. She writes: 


“On March 15, 1920, the Sisterhood of the Adas Kodesch Con- 
gregation, was re-organized by a group of women under the leadership 
of Mrs. Esther Topkis, to continue the work left off by the late Mrs. 


Swiren. Since then, the organization has grown to approximately 125 
members. 


‘The object of the organization is to assist the Congregation in the 
up-keep of the Hebrew School, purchasing their school books, and pro- 
viding the children with refreshments on various religious holidays. 
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“Up to the present date, I can truthfully state that the Sisterhood 
has contributed about $26,000.00 to the Congregation, $7,000 of this 
amount donated towards the building of the Adas Kodesch Center, at 
present, the Y. M. and Y. W. H. A. and $2,000 towards purchasing 
the ground of the Adas Kodesch Annex Building. 


“We have also equipped the kitchen with utensils, gas range, silver- 
ware, linen and sufficient dishes to serve at least 300 guests at dinners, 
weddings, etc. 


“The Sisterhood pays for all painting on the interior and exterior of 


the Shul and Annex. 


“Since February 15, 1937, we have contributed the sum of $1,550 
to the congregation to reduce the mortgage on the Shul building. Dur- 
ing the same year, several members contributed towards the purchasing 
of new Mentelach and Poreches, the costs of same amounting to $221.96. 


“All this work has been accomplished through the fine co-operation 
that our able president, Mrs. Topkis receives from the following officers 
and members of the board: First vice-president, Mrs. Jacob Goldstein; 
second vice-president, Mrs. Jacob Harwitz; third vice-president, Mrs. 
Isadore Rosen; treasurer, Mrs. David L. Topkis; financial and record- 
ing secretary, Mrs. Samuel Goldstein; corresponding secretary, Mrs. Jack 
Lewis 


“The members of the board are as follows: Mrs. Fannie Cramer, 
Mrs. Millie Eisenman, Mrs. Harry Kaufman, Mrs. Morris Knigstein, 
Mrs. Samuel Laskin, Mrs. Abe Lewis, Mrs. A. Popkin, Mrs. Rosa 
Solomon, Mrs. Samuel Tannen, Mrs. Elsie Tompolsky and Mrs. Harry 


Cohen, who is an assistant to all committees.”

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fiarry Cohen 


During the course of the past decade the Adas Kodesch 
Congregation has come to regard Harry Cohen as one of its 
principal lay-mentors. Associated with the congregation since 
his youth, Mr. Cohen has given it the benefit of his knowledge 
in the solution of many of its pressing financial and administra- 
tive problems. When conditions were most difficult and when 
the synagogue was faced with pressing problems, which at 
times almost threatened its very existence, Mr. Cohen’s ability 
stood it in good stead. 





The congregation recognizes in Harry Cohen a real 
“doer” of things for its progress. And, in recent years, the 
Jewish community of Wilmington, too, has come to recognize 
his ability. Many other Jewish institutions have availed them- 
selves of his ability and initiative to stimulate them to further 
growth. 


In the course of the past ten years, no program that the 
congregation projected was without the guiding genius of Mr. 
Cohen. When, at the opening of the last decade, the congre- 
gation was faced with some of the most difficult problems 
its entire history, Mr. Cohen took firm hold and piloted the 
synagogue through a perilous journey towards its re-establish- 
ment and enlargement. 


One of the most important phases of his work was the re- 
opening of the Y.M.& Y. W.H. A. Force of circumstances 
had closed its doors. For several years no activities took place 
in this magnificent building. And at one point it seemed that 
the congregation and the community would lose the building. 


Mr. Cohen was determined however that this would not 
happen. He assembled a group of young men and women and 
began the uphill struggle to re-open the center, asa Y. M. and 
Y. M. H. A. He spent endless hours in planning and 
in encouraging the young people and finally he achieved his 
purpose. In 1934 the “Y”’ was re-dedicated to the use of the 
community. And since that time it has flourished as one of 
the outstanding organizations of its kind in the city. 


This problem solved, Mr. Cohen turned his attention to 
the welfare of the congregation. Serious problems in the struc- 
ture of the building presented themselves. The passing years 


had left their marks on the building and it had to be brought 
into line through a major engineering and construction plan. 
Mr. Cohen directed the building operations, the entire respon- 
sibility being left to him. The work was crowned with suc- 
cess. 


Again, another project presented itself. The growth of the 
congregation necessitated certain alterations in the interior of 
the building. Plans were made for the building of an audi- 
torium in the basement of the synagogue. It was necessary to 
tear out the old meeting room and Hebrew School quarters to 
accomplish this. In order to compensate for this loss in 
space, it was decided to remodel the annex to be used as a com- 
bination chapel-meeting room with rooms for the Hebrew 
School. Mr. Cohen was named chairman of the building com- 
mittee and under his direction the work was brought to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 


Yet, while he was giving all of this devotion and atten- 
tion to the synagogue, Mr. Cohen was not neglectful of the 
other phases of Jewish communal endeavor. He is a member 
of the advisory board of the Y. M. and Y. W.H. A. and has 
the satisfaction of knowing that his efforts in its behalf have 
been productive of the most fruitful results. 


In a wider scope of endeavor,'Mr. Cohen was called to 
service in the field of philantropic service. He is the present 
representative of the Jewish Federation of Delaware to the 
United Palestine Appeal’s national council. He is a member 
of the board of the Jewish Federation of Delaware and former 
treasurer and chairman of the business men’s committee of the 
representative of the Jewish Federation of Delaware ‘to the 
Jewish Welfare Society. Recently he was honored with elec- 
tion to he presidency of the Wilmington District, ‘Zionist 
Organization of America. 


No tribute to Mr. Cohen would be complete without men- 
tion of the work of his wife, in behalf of the synagogue. Mrs. 
Cohen has been an untiring worker in the Sisterhood and has 
earned for herself the position of assistant to all committees of 
the organization. She has never spared time or effort 
where the congregation or the Sisterhood was involved. Her 
enthusiasm and her courage in the face of difficult work have 
served to set an example to the entire congregation.

Shortly after the idea of building a “Center” had been first 
considered, the community found in Max Cohen a hard 
worker and a liberal contributor not only to the Adas Kodesch 
Congregation, but to all Jewish communal projects. Max and 
Jessie Cohen have, during the course of the past decade and a 
half been one of the mainstays of Jewish philanthropy, not only 
locally, but nationally and internationally. With an unstinting 
hand, they have come to the assistance of many worthy projects, 
never neglecting those that were necessary in our own community.

As long as the present “Y” Building stands, it will be, in 
a sense, a tribute to this worthy couple. As evidence of but 
part of their work in its behalf, there is a bronze plate in the lob- 
by of the “Y” which bears ample testimony to their generosity, 
for Mr. and Mrs. Cohen contributed the sum of $10,000, one 
of the largest individual contributions, towards the building of 
the structure. 





Following his work on behalf of the “Y’, Mr. Cohen 
turned his direction to other benevolences. Together with his 
wife he has taken a very personal interest in the Adas Kodesch 
Congregation and has given this instituution the benefit of his 
experience. His benefactions to the congregation, too, have been 
important since no project in its behalf has ever been initiated 
without his active participation. He was one of the guests of 
honor on the occasion of the celebration of our Golden Jubilee. 


As an evidence of his wide interests in Jewish philanthropy 
Mr. Cohen has served for many years as treasurer of the Jewish 
Welfare Society. In this capacity he has given liberally of his 
time and of his means, that the. organization might be capable 
of doing the greatest possible amount of good. When the Jen- 
ish Federation of Delaware was organized he was one of its first 
officers and has served as treasurer of the organization. He is 
also a member of the advisory board of the Y.M. and 
Y.W.H.A. 


The Adas Kodesch Congregation has constantly called on 
him for services and advice. When we entered on our program 
to enlarge and beautify our synagogue, Mr. Cohen was named 
treasurer of the special committee assigned to do this work. He 
served faithfully and took a great deal of interest in the prepar- 
ation of the plans which led to the re-building of the structure. 


Mrs. Cohen has also had a great deal of active interest in 
the congregation and has frequently given considerable assistance 
to the Adas Kodesch Sisterhood. Throughout the years she has 
ably assisted her husband in the ‘doing of many good works in 
behalf of those who have suffered misfortune. 


Mr. Cohen has served on a number of important congrega- 
tional committees. He has served as a member of the Board of 
Trustees and has also taken an active part in directing the pro- 
gram of the Adas Kodesch Hebrew School. He has always 
had a very vital interest in Hebrew School work and has not 
stinted himself in the amount of time that he has devoted towards 
the building of a bigger and finer type of school. 

As does the community, so the Adas Kodesch Congregation 
feels that it is indebted to Mr. and Mrs. Cohen, not only for 
their generous contributions, but for their interest in its welfare 
and constant progress.

Peter Herinherg 


The proof of a.man’s interest in an institution is his 
continued devotion to it. Judged by this standard, 
Peter Feinberg is one of the most important assets of the Adas 
Kodesch Congregation. For many years, since his young 
manhood, Mr. Feinberg has been a member of a family whose 
interests have been closely bound up with the progress of the 
congregation. The synagogue has meant much to him and 
his interests in its progress and welfare has never slackened or 


diminished. 


When the synagogue was dedicated, in 1908, one of the 
most faithful workers, whose efforts helped in the accomplish- 
ment of the erection of the beautiful edifice, was Mr. Feinberg. 
Although he was just launching himself in business at that 
time, Mr. Feinberg gave generously of his time and substance 
that the Adas Kodesch might be a credit to the community. 


During the trying times, when the congregation was strug- 
ling for its very existence, Mr. Feinberg’s name is mentioned 
as a member whose efforts in behalf of the ‘success of many 
various projects, were exemplary. The years that 
followed saw many important missions in behalf of the congre- 
gation entrusted to Mr. Feinberg. All were completed suc- 
cessfully. 


As a tribute to his standing in the synagogue and the com- 
munity, the congregation has come to regard Mr. Feinberg as 
its perpetual treasurer. For nearly a decade, now, he has held 
this position and discharged his duties and responsibilities with 
complete satisfaction and with credit to himself and his congre- 
gation. He has also served as a member of the Board of 
Trustees as well as on a number of important committees. 


No less active is Mr. Feinberg in other communal work. 
He is identified with a progressive financial institution as a 
member of the Board of Directors. He has taken an active 
and leading position in the commercial and mercantile field 
and maintains one of the most modern and progressive furni- 
ture stores in Wilmington. In addition, he is associated with 


many Jewish organizations, both of a local and international 
character. 





Nathan Miller 


Possessing natural leadership, Nathan Miller is one of 
ihe moving spirits in the congregation Adas Kodesch, who 
through initiative and foresight has aided in building a mag- 
nificient structure. Thoroughly conscious to the necessity of 
giving a firm foundation to Wilmington’s Jewry'to establish and 
maintain itself, Mr. Miller has given liberally of his organiza- 
tional talents to a host of organizations. 


Chief among ‘these, however, are the Adas Kodesch 
Congregation and the Jewish Welfare Society. 


Early records of the Adas Kodesch Congregation men- 
tion his name many times, indicative of his activity on behalf 
of the synagogue. He filled every post of responsibility and 
trust in ‘serving the congregation and his duties were dis- 
charged with honor both to himself and the congregation. 


In fact, at the time that the synagogue was dedicated, Mr. 
Miller was serving as vice-president of the congregation, second 
in command to the revered Louis Topkis. In addition, he 
was a member of the building committee which spent time and 
effort to build the magnificent edifice which today is regarded 
as one of the architectural landmarks of its kind in this section 
of the country. 


The passage of the years has not dimmed Mr. Miller's 
enthusiasms in behalf of the synagogue. He has always re- 
garded the synagogue as something very close to himself and 
has never denied the institution his complete efforts or his full 
support. 


His devotion to the synagogue served to stimulate his ac- 
tivities in other Jewish organizations. Together with Max 
Keil, he can be considered one of the founders of the Jewish 
W elfare Society and is now active as its president. He has 
also taken on interesting and important part in the work of the 
Jewish Federation of Delaware, serving on a number of its 
most important committees and is now a member of its execu- 
tive board. 


Always keenly interested in the problems of Jewish youth, 
he was one of the pioneers in the building of a Jewish center. 
Continuing that interest, he is now a member of the advisory 


board of the Y. M. and Y. W. H. A. 








MR. NATHAN MILLER 
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Max Kril 


A pioneer in the work of instituting Jewish religious, 
spiritual and cultural organizations in the state of Delaware is 
the distinction that comes, by popular consent, to Max Keil 
Nearly four decades a resident of Wilmington, Mr. Keil has 
been, almost from the day he came to live in this community, 
identified with the widest type of Jewish philanthrophy and 
community activity. To him, Jewish communal and philan- 
thropic progress means just as much as his own personal and 
business advancement. 


Mr. Keil is a member of a small group of men and wo- 
men who laid the groundwork for the splendid Jewish organ- 
izational progress which this community has made. To this 
zealous band the planning of a progressive program of Jewish 
life and activity in Wilmington, and later in Delaware, 
part of their very existence. Year in and year out, in good times 
and in bad, the program of progress for Jewish institutions just 
had to go on. 


When the Jewish Welfare organization was projected, 
nearly thirty years ago, he was one of the organizers of the 
group. Since that time he has served continuously for over a 
quarter of a century as its treasurer. When the Jewish Federa- 
tion of Delaware was planned, his wise counsel was of in- 
valuable assistance and he served as its president for two years. 
He also assumed the position of vice-president and chairman 
of the business men’s section of the United Jewish Campaign. 


Mr. Keil took an early and active part in the work of 
fostering the growth of the Adas Kodesch Congregation. On 
the occasion of the dedication of the present synagogue struc- 
ture, Mr. Keil served as a member of the important arrange- 
ments committee and also on the building committee. He was 
also associated with various committees which assisted in plan- 
ning for the congregational welfare. And as a signal recogni- 
tion to his efforts, he was elected president of the congregation. 


His ability in national Jewish affairs has been recognized 
and he has, consequently, been honored with the designa- 
tion as Delaware Representative of the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee and is a regional vice-president of the JDC. He is also 
a member of the advisory board of the “Y” and vice president 
of the Zionist Organization of America. 3 





harry Copkis 


There is an apt saying that when you want a thing done 
well and quickly, get a busy man to do it. 

This has been the experience of the Adas Kodesch Congre- 
gation with Harry Topk is. Member of a distinguished 
Adas Kodesch Congregation family which has been since its very 
beginning identified with the work of the synagogue, 
Harry Topkis carries on this splendid tradition. His active busi- 
ness career has not prevented him from undertaking, during the 
course of the past few years, one of the most important projects 
in which the congregation has been engaged. ~ 

Some years ago the congregation realized the need of ade- 
quately caring for our cemetery. During recent times it was 
neglected because it lacked the personality of a man who would 
be willing to give unstintingly of his time towards mapping out a 
program to make our cemetery keep within all our traditions and 
maintain it in a way fitting to the reputation of the congregation. 

For many vears the cemetery had been in state of sad 
neglect. Then Harry Topkis figuratively rolled up his sleeves 
and went to work at once. He sent his own men to the cemetery 
grounds and the first thing he did was to erect new fencing which 
gave the plots a dignified background. He was instrumental in 
obtaining a permanent employee who devoted his entire time to 
keeping the grounds and plots in excellent condition. The weeds 
that had overrun the various graves were eliminated. The grounds 
were sodded and graded. The individual plots were cared for 
and a great deal of praise for the work was accorded ‘to Harry 
Topkis for his efforts. 

Within a matter of but a few months the entire character 
and appearance of the cemetery was changed. Even strangers 
commented on the excellent appearance which had been wrought 
by Harry Topkis’ program. Not only in this respect, but also 
with regard to making other groups keep in step with this ad- 
vanced program, was the work which Harry Topkis 
accomplished. Now our own cemetery as well as others which 
adjoin, are really in keeping with the principals of Judaism as re- 
gards the final resting place of our beloved departed. 

The Adas Kodesch Congregation regards Harry 
Topkis as the type of member whose thought and work in its be- 
half is incalculable. We are proud of his interest and achieve- 


ments for 'Adas Kodesch.

Although more than a decade has passed since the death 
of Louis Topkis, yet even today when his name is mentioned in 
national Jewish circles, he is remembered as the man who 
made Wilmington famous as the biggest “‘litile city” for Jewish 


philanthropy in the nation. They miss Louis Tophis, as do we 
of the Adas Kodesch Congregation. who are so largely indebted 
to his efforts, leadership and beneficences for our present existence. 


The Adas Kodesch Congregation was not only an institu- 
tion but a personal being to Louis Topkis. His entire lifetime 
was spent in planning for its growth, in fostering its constituent 
organizations, in ministering to its needs. The synagogue was 
Louis Topkis’ entire avocation. To it he gave unstintingly of his 
time and energy as well as of his means. So hard did he work 
in'its behalf that at one time he endangered his own health. 


The Adas Kodesch Congregation occupied his thoughts 


constantly. His only pleasure in life was to watch its progress 
and service to promote its growth. No effort was too great where 
the synagogue and congregation was involved. He gave com- 
pletely of himself and it is almost entirely due to his planning that 
the synagogue has made the progress which permits it to celebrate 
a half century of continued ‘existence. 


As long as the Adas Kodesch Congregation exists it will be 
a memorial and a fitting tribute to Louis Tophis. Although he has 
passed beyond, the synagogue remains and recalls to its mem- 
bers the efforts and work which'he gave that it might continue 
as a citadel of Orthodox Judaism, not only for ‘us, but also for 
our children and our children’s children. 


Throughout the entire life of the congregation the master- 
ful direction and matchless devotion which Louis Topkis gave it 
served ‘to lay a firm foundation for its progress. The synagogue 
will strive to repay Louis Topkis for all his work by con- 
tinuing the institution and keeping his memory ever alive with a 
fine program of congregational activity which will reflect his 
spirit in every act and deed.

The measure of a man’s devotion to an institution is not 
necessarily in the magnitude of contributions alone, but in the 
amount of personal sacrifice and devotion he is willing to give to 
that institution. In terms of what he gave of himself to the Adas 
Kodesch Congregation, there are few men in the history of our 
synagogue who have equalled David L. Topkis. To him the 
synagogue was his very existence; to it he gave of his ability and 
energy in unstinting amounts. 


At the time of his death David L. Tophis was perhaps the 
oldest member of the Adas Kodesch Congregation. Through 
nearly a half century the Adas Kodesch Congregation ranked 
in importance with him second only to that of his own family. 


David L. Tophkis’ activity in the congregation began when 
he became a charter member in. 1890 and it continued until the 
day of his death. It was he who consummated the transaction 
which brought the quarters of the old Zion Lutheran Church 
into the possession of the synagogue. And ‘it was his compelling 
genius which had much to do with the butlding of our present 
synagogue. When the congregation embarked on the project of 
building the Y. M. and Y. W. H. A. structure, then known as 
the Adas Kodesch Center, David ‘L. Topkis was one of the mov- 
ing figures in the entire program, even to the designing of ‘the 


building. 


For his integrity and interest in the synagogue, the jai 
ship entrusted to him some of the hardest tasks. Twice it called 
him to the chief position of presidency of the congregation. And 
times without number he served on boards, committees and or- 
ganizations which sought to advance the ‘interests of the syna- 
gogue. 

David L. Topkis was thorough in his Orthodox Judaism. He 
sought with every fiber of his very being 'to inculcate the prin- 
ciples of Orthodoxy within the synagogue and membership. His 
was a straight path for the Orthodox. congregation and no factor, 
no personality could sway him from that path. He guarded the 
interests of the congregation zealously and virtually wrote the — 
constitution of the congregation which has served it for the greater 
part of the past decade. 

With his passing the congregation lost one of the-rare toes 
of men whose very life and ‘being are within the synagogue.

The Adas 'Kodesch Congregation had its Morris J. Eisenman, 
who led it out of a state of chaos. It also possessed in Morris J.

discharged his duties in the synagogue’s highest office with dis- 
tinction and honor. 


With the passing of Morris J. Eisenman the congregation 
and synagogue lost a faithful and loyal friend who will be deeply 
missed with the passing of the vears. 


Morris J. Eisenman was chosen president of the congre- 
gation when it was perhaps in the deepest diffilculty. It was just 
after the so-called depression that the congregation called ‘upon 
Mr. Eisenman to take leadership of the synagogue. The “Center” 
was closed, the congregation’s finances were at ‘their lowest ebb, 
the community was virtually prostrated by economic conditions. 
These conditions would have proved unsurmountable obstacles 
to a less able man. But Mr. Eisenman asked no questions. His 
election to the presidency of the congregation was to him a clear 
mandate to put the congregaion on a functioning basis. This 
he did through three successive terms in the presidency. 


Nor did his activity stop when his term of office expired. 
He continued his interest and activity to the very end of his 
career. He always had a ready and active'sense of duty to the 
congregation to which he had devoted many vears of effort and 
in whose councils he had ‘taken an important part. 


Mr. Eisenman has left an indelible impression in the syna- 
gogue and his deeds in behalf of the congregation will ‘always 
stand out as an inspiration to future congregational leaders. 


The Adas Kodesch Congregation is deeply indebted to 
Morris J. Eisenman. It has erected no plaques to his memory, 
but in the hearts of all the members is the knowledge of his 
efforts and work for the congregation. His deeds will be re- 
membered as long as the synagogue exists as having been largely 
responsible for the progressive growth of the congregation. And 
every advance that the synagogue makes will reflect the service 
and devotion which Morris J. Eisenman gave to it in his 
lifetime.

Whatever success the Adas Kodesch Congregation has 
achieved, it owes to a large extent to the indominatable will of 
a man who had the synagogue near at heart - - Gedaliah Po- 
dolsky.

Members of the Adas Kodesch 
Congregation take a leading part in the activities of the Fed- 
eration. 


Once a year the Federation sponsors a United Jewish Cam- 
paign whose aims are to provide for the centralized contribution 
and allocation of funds for Jewish Welfare purposes, local na- 
tional and international. This campaign furnishes the opportun- 
ity for contributors to give in one annual sum for the current 
needs of institutions and causes included in the budget of the 
campaign. 


The officers of the Federation include Milton Kutz, pre- 
sident; Max Keil, vice-president; H. Albert Young, secretary 
and Max Cohen, treasurer. Ben V. Codor is the executive di- 
rector. The late Harry Braunstein was also a vice-president of 
the organization. 


The congregation played an interesting and vital part in 
the formation of the Y. M. and Y. W. H. A. Turning over 
the building to the community, the congregation, led by Harry 
Cohen, succeeded in getting a group of young folks to reopen 
the organization’s program of activities. This group secured 
Isadore I. Sollod, as executive director, to whom the credit is 
due for the splendid progress of the institution. 

During the past six years the Y. M. and Y. W. H. A. 
has been responsible for a vast growth of Jewish community in- 
terest and youth welfare.
